When loans expire, farmers have 
the privilege of paying them off 
and reclaiming their stored crops, 
or of surrendering the crops as full 
payment of their obligations.

ROOSEVELT, GARNER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.— (XP)— 
The Texas congressional delegation 
would . hate to see a "showdown" 
fight arise between Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and John Nance Garner 
In the 1940 presidential campaign. 
Reluctantly they made replies to 
queries as to how they would stand 
should such a situation arise. 


On the one side there's party loy- 
alty to the democratic chieftain, on 
the whole sincerely admired. On 
the other there's close friendship, 
admiration and high esteem for a 
fellow Texan. 
Best example of the dilemma Is 
said to be the case of House Ma- 
jority Leader Sam Rayburn 
of 
Bonham, friend and close advisor 
of the President. 
Colleagues say 
he and Vice President Garner are 
each other's closest friend. 
Rayburn declined to discuss his 
views, but other Texas congress- 
men with whom he has served 
many years said If a final show- 
down did come 
he undoubtedly 


would stick to Garner. 
"The political views of tho vice 
president's and Rayburn's certain- 
ly coincide more than do these 
of Rnyburn and President Roose- 
velt," commented a veteran Texas' 
legislator,' "not to mention the 
bond of friendship between Sam 
and Mr. Garner." 
Ten Are Outspoken. 


Of the twenty-three members of 
tho delegation, including the two- 
senators, ten said in more or less 
strong language they would give 
Garner their support should 
- he 
seek tho democratic nomination.

strategic points, especially In out- 
lying possessions, which will Rive 
us such defensive strength as to go 
a long way toward guaranteeing 
peace. 


"A rcRretablo gap In our nation- 


al defense at present 
may 
bo 


found In connection with the de- 
clination of congress to enact the 
neutrality legislation requested by 
the President and secretary of 
state. One of the most unquosllon- 
od invitations to war cornea from 
tho fact that the powers bent on 
world conquest and on tho destruc- 
tion of human freedom will ho led 
to believe by our failure to amend 
the neutrality laws wo are morally 
with them. 
"The act for the purchase of a 
strategic raw materials which wo 
do not possess.is also a stop to- 
ward a complete and an invulner 
able national defense." 


Shoppard, "father of prohibition" 


and "dean of congress" who has 
served in congress longer consid- 
ering terms in both the house and 
senate, than any other living man 
(first elected Oct. 11, 1902), turned 
then to domestic matters. 
"The two 
reorganization bills 


which congress passed 
will 
do 
away with superfluous offices and 
wasteful duplication of effort, and 
will bring about a savings of many 
millions of dollars and a moro 
efficient handling of public busi- 
ness," he explained. 
"The laws against the sale of 
questionable securities in 
Inter- 


state- and foreign commerce and 
through tho mall havo b e e n 
strengthened by additional legisla- 
tion. 
"The 
housing 
legislation 
has 


been continued on a moro effec- 
tive and comprehensive scale, and 
will bring about a general move- 
ment for better and more modern 
housing. 
"The rivers and 
harbors 
bill, 


which has gone over to next ses- 
sion, contains many projects in 
Texas for flood control, 
power 


development, 
navigation a n d 
other uses, and will ultimately be 
adopted. It will mean much for 
the increasing progress of our 
state." 


Votes on Important 
legislation 


during the session showed a small 
group of the Texas house delega- 
tion to be consistently conservatlvo 
and grouped with the 
so-called 


anti-new deal democrats. 
They included Representatives 
Kleberg, West, Lanham, Fatton, 
and Kllday. Absent part of the 
session because of illness, 
but 


whose previous voting record would 
classify him with this group, was 
Representative Summers. 
Paul Kllday of San Antonio was 


one of the three now members of 
the delegation seated last January. 
Tho other two, Lindley Beckworth 
of Gllmer nnd Ed Gossett of Wich- 
ita Falls, generally took the samo 
stand on legislative 
matters

did the majority of the Texas dele- 
gation. 


On only one major question was 
tho delegation unanimous in vot-

APPROXIMATELY $45,000

Navarro county's tax bill this 


year will be approximately $45,000 
higher than last. year, based on 
last year's valuations and com- 
puted at the sttfte tax rate of 77 
cents on the $100 valuations as 
set by the state tax board Friday. 
The tax rate last year for state 
purposes was 40 cents on the $100 
valuations as compared with 77 
cents as announced Friday. The 
above estimate Is also based on 
the assumption that the county 
tax rate will bo the same as last 
year, 50 cents, on the $100 value. 
(The commissioners' 
court 
has 
not set the county rate). 


The valuations of properties In 


NaVarro county last year were ap- 
proximately $21,000,000. This year's 
rolls total has not 
been 
an- 


nounced, but county officials pre- 
dict there will be abQut $500,000 
lowering of the total. 


The valuations for state pur- 
poses (with the homestead exemp- 
tions deleted) was $16,059,584 last 
year, showing homestead exemp- 
tions of approximately $5,000,000. 
; Increase of About $45,000 
Current state taxes of 49 cents 


on $16,059,584 amounted 
to 
$78,- 


691.88, while at a 77 cents rate it 
goes to $123,653.12, an increase of 
$44,961.24.

Funeral services will be conduct- 


ed Monday by the Czechoslovak 
national council. Joseph Martinek, 
executive secretary of the council, 
said the services would be made 
the occasion for a "silent protest 
against Nazi terrorism." 


Delegations representing t h e 


Bohemian National Alliance, 
the 


American Jewish 
congress, 
the 


Slovak National Alliance, and the 
National Alliance of Czech Cath- 
olics will attend the services. 


A coroner's Jury decided yester- 


day Mrs. Langer leaped to death 
with her children Thursday night 
while temporarily insane and that 
she was driven to that condition 
by worry and desppndency caused 
by political persecution in Prague. 


"Mrs. Langer's act was the act 


of a martyr," said Martnlek. "This 
tragedy has dramatized the suf- 
fering of those who remain 
in 


Czechoslovakia." 


The family, Including the hus- 


band and father, Karcl 
Langer, 


came to the United States July 1 
on a six months' visitors' 
visa. 


Langer told the coroner's jury he 
disposed of his large textile fac- 
tory In Prague—"practically gave 
it way"—in order to escape from 
bin homeland.

Working for his father bored Leo- 
nard Nugent, 20, a high 
school 


graduate, so he ran away—and to- 
day police charged him with hav- 
ing killed a man, 
wounded 
his 


sweetheart and staged nine, hold- 
ups in one crime-filled week. 


The curly-haired, neatly dressed 


youth fainted when police told him 
of the death of Isadore Cohen, 42, 
a button broker who police said 
was shot under the heart while 
grappling with Nugent. 


Inspector John J. Gallagher said 


the frightened boy had made a 
confession and gave this version of 
week's activities: 


Tiring of working as a "printer's 


devil" In the engraving plant owned 
by his father, he left his Staten 
Island home after a bitter family 
quarrel. 


He rented a furnished room, then 


found his funds running low and 
turned to robbery to make some 
"easy money". Working alone, he 


pulled off eight holdups successful- 
ly, In one of them robbing eight 
men In a washroom. 


Yesterday Cohen entered a wash- 


room where Nugent had just taken 
$22 from Charles Getzel. 


Cohen gave Nugent some small 


change In his pockets, then grab- 
bed suddenly for Nugent's gun. 
Nugent stepped back and 
fired 


three times, two of the bullets go- 
Ing wild. 


Panic-stricken, he fled to the of- 


fice of Dr. A. M. Mulholland, where 
his girl friend, Elizabeth Collins, 
18, worked as a receptionist. 


Shaking with fear, he told her of 


the holdups. 


Nugent tried to pull the 
gun 


from his pocket but It accidentally 
discharged in his fumbling fingers. 
The bullet ripped through 
the 


girl's jaw. She dropped, seriously 
wounded. 


Doubly-terrified now, the youth 


ran from the office but was cap- 
tured by possersby and police be- 
fore he reached the corner.

nal of American mining engineers. 


A new extraction process Is de- 


scribed which gets this 
ore In 


Cuba from deposits that had been 
considered too low-grade to be 
useful on a large scale. 


Manganese Is the "starch" in 
steel. 
The United States 
has 


been getting this mineral from 
Russia. The only other source of 
high grade manganese have been 
India, the Gold Coast of Africa, 
and Brazil. The need for manga- 
nese in steel making In war Is so 
acute 
that last winter 
mining 


engineers meeting in New York 
advised storing this metal Instead 
of gold. 


The Cuban manganese deposits 
lie near Santiago. They were ap- 
parently deposited as sediments, 
at times when the island of Cuba 
sank beneath the sea. Engineers 


from Columbia University, Massa- 
chusetts Inssltute of Technology 
and 
Colorado School of Mines 


were called in to solve the prob- 
lem of floating out these bits cf 
manganese in a mixture of water 
and other chemicals. 


The work was sponsored by the 


Freoport Sulphur Company, which 
organlezd 
the 
Cuban-American 


Manganese Corporation to do the 
mining. In eight years' work, the 
mining journal says, the problems 
have been solved to the point 
where this Cuban company, In 
competition 
with 
the 
foreign 


sources, last year supplied 
the 


United States with 27 per cent ot 
is impored manganese. 


As 20 of the states in the United 


States possess low-grade manga- 
nese deposits, the mining journal 
says the Cuban success may point 
the way to scientific 
Improve- 


ments that will make it possible 
for the United States to mine Us 
own manganese. Meanwhile the 
prospects are that in case of war 
Cuba can supply all that Is need- 
ed.
